Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I herewith  submit  the  Annual  Report  for  the  year  ended  31st 
December,  1966.  The  Report  is  compiled  in  accordance  with  the 
instructions  of  the  Ministry  of  Health  as  given  in  Circular  1/67 
(Wales)  and  the  Public  Health  Officers  Regulations,  1959. 

The  Vital  Statistics  for  the  year  1966  showed  no  unusual  trends. 
No  outbreak  of  infectious  disease  occurred  other  than  the  expected 
distribution  of  measles  notification.  Three  deaths  occurred  from 
Respiratory  Tuberculosis  and  eight  new  cases  were  notified,  seven 
of  them  being  respiratory  and  one  non-respiratory.  483  persons 
were  still  included  in  the  Tuberculosis  register  at  the  end  of  the  year 
the  majority  of  these  being  healed  cases  who  enjoyed  good  health 
but  attended  as  out-patients  at  the  Chest  Clinic  from  time  to  time. 
It  is  interesting  to  note  that  in  1950  there  were  23  deaths  from  Tuber- 
culosis in  this  district.  Cancer  of  the  lung  and  bronchus  continued 
to  be  the  commonest  Cancer,  accounting  for  17  deaths  during  the 
year — 15  in  males  and  2 in  females. 

In  May,  1966,  the  Meals  on  Wheels  Service  for  the  house- 
bound or  semi  house-bound  was  started  in  this  area.  This  initial 
scheme  served  the  Pontardawe  central  area  comprising  of  approx- 
imately a quarter  of  the  total  population.  From  its  commencement, 
the  scheme  ran  smoothly  ; the  meals  were  cooked  in  a local  school 
kitchen,  this  being  the  first  time  that  the  school  meals  service  had 
provided  meals  for  this  purpose  in  the  Glamorgan  County  area. 
The  standard  of  meals  has  been  excellent  and  they  have  been  most 
acceptable  to  the  people  who  have  received  them.  The  smooth 
running  of  the  service  has  to  a large  extent  been  due  to  the  excellent 
co-operation  of  the  Women’s  Royal  Voluntary  Service  who  have 
collected  the  meals  from  the  school  kitchen  twice  a week  and  de- 
livered them  to  36  old  people.  The  scheme  is  administered  by  this 
Council  who  have  provided  a mini-van  and  the  necessary  hot-lock 
containers  etc.  50%  of  the  net  cost  of  the  service  is  borne  by  Pont- 
ardawe Rural  District  Council  and  the  other  50%  by  the  Glamorgan 
County  Council.  During  the  year  preparations  were  being  made  to 
extend  the  service  to  cover  the  rest  of  the  Pontardawe  Rural  District 
Council  area  and  towards  the  end  of  the  year  preparations  were

almost  complete  to  begin  in  Clydach,  where  the  meals  would  be 
cooked  once  again  in  a school  kitchen  and  delivered  by  the  local 
Women’s  Royal  Voluntary  Service. 

This  Council’s  Public  Health  Department  continued  to  play  an 
active  part  in  the  rehousing  in  Council  houses  of  families  in  this 
area.  During  the  year,  168  were  rehoused  under  the  Council’s 
Points  Scheme  and  a further  33  as  Keyworkers  etc.  83  were  re- 
housed in  new  houses  and  118  in  houses  which  became  available  as 
casual  vacancies.  It  is  fitting  that  the  Council’s  Public  Health 
Department  administered  this  Points  scheme  as  in  71  of  the  families 
concerned  some  priority  was  given  because  of  illness  and  many 
others  were  rehoused  because  their  dwellings  had  been  reported  as 
unfit. 

In  October,  1966,  the  various  water  schemes  in  the  ownership 
of  this  Council  were  transferred  to  the  newly  formed  West  Glam- 
organ Water  Board,  but  the  Public  Health  Inspectors  continued  to 
sample  water  supplies  especially  in  the  more  remote  peripheral  areas. 

Officials  of  the  Water  Board  have  also  carried  out  sampling  and 
there  has  been  close  co-operation  between  the  bodies  concerned 
regarding  any  necessary  action. 

Lastly,  the  gradual  trend  of  population  decline  has  continued 
during  the  past  25  years.  In  1941,  the  population  of  this  district 
was  34,330  ; the  Registrar  General’s  estimated  population  for  1966 
was  30,130.  The  decline  has  been  a steady  one  of  approximately 
a 150  or  so  per  year.  It  is  probable  that  most  of  the  reduction  in 
population  is  taking  place  in  the  upper  part  of  the  valley  especially 
around  Ystalyfera,  and  that  at  the  lower  end,  notably  at  Clydach, 
there  is  little  or  no  fall  and  the  extensive  private  building  which  has 
commenced  at  Rhos  on  the  Neath  side  of  the  district  is  beginning  to 
cause  a considerable  population  increase  in  that  village. 

It  is  desired  to  thank  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Council 
for  their  co-operation  and  interest  in  the  work  of  the  Department 
and  the  Staff  of  the  Public  Health  Department  who  have  at  all  times 
carried  out  their  duties  in  a satisfactory  manner.

The  West  Glamorgan  Water  Board  Order,  1966  set  up  a Joint 
Board  which  came  into  operation  on  1st  October,  1966,  and  on  that 
date  the  Council’s  Water  Undertaking  was  transferred  to  the  Board. 


Your  Council  is  still  responsible  for  ensuring  that  the  water 
supplies  of  the  area  are  pure,  and  the  closest  liaison  is  maintained 
with  officers  of  the  Water  Board.  Samples  are  taken  generally  upon 
complaint  and  results  of  analyses  are  exchanged  with  the  Water 
Board.  Any  matters  likely  to  endanger  purity  of  supply  noticed  by 
your  officers  in  the  course  of  general  inspection  are  immediately 
notified  to  the  Board. 


Public  Swimming  Baths. 


There  are  two  swimming  baths  in  the  area  which  are  the  re- 
sponsibility respectively  of  the  Llanguicke  and  Rhyndwynclydach 
Parish  Councils.  The  baths  are  only  open  during  the  spring  and 
summer  periods  and  samples  are  regularly  taken.  The  advice  of 
the  Department  is  made  readily  available  to  the  Parish  Councils 
concerned  when  any  difficulties  arise.

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CHIEF  PUBLIC  HEALTH  AND  SHOPS’  INSPECTOR’S 
ANNUAL  REPORT  1966 


Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  pleasure  in  presenting  my  report  for  1966. 

It  has  in  the  main  been  a year  of  normal  work  during  which 
existing  services  were  maintained.  It  has  been  possible  in  the  last 
twelve  months  to  deal  with  a number  of  our  housing  problems  and 
the  general  standard  of  housing  in  the  area  is  satisfactory.  The 
demands  made  by  the  emergency  needs  of  housing  at  Godrergraig 
have  of  course  caused  temporary  restrictions  in  other  wards  and 
reference  to  this  is  made  in  the  report.

Public  Cleansing. 

(a)  REFUSE  COLLECTION 

(i)  Direct  Labour  Collection. 

The  refuse  collection  services  have  been  carried  out  on  the 
basis  shown  in  the  accompanying  table.  It  was  possible  during  the 
year  further  to  extend  the  number  of  dual  tip  end  loaders  in  service 
and  full  conversion  should  be  complete  within  a further  twelve 
months.  While  these  vehicles  are  a great  improvement  on  the  old 
side  loading  collectors,  increasing  bulk  of  cartons  and  packages 
makes  it  evident  that  compaction  or  shredding  devices  in  the  lorries 
themselves  will  be  characteristic  of  future  vehicles. 
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REFUSE  COLLECTION,  1966 
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(ii)  Refuse  Disposal. 

Disposal  is  concentrated  at  three  main  centres,  namely  : — 
Craigcefnparc,  Ystalyfera  and  Gwauncaegurwen.  It  is  evident 
that  the  Ystalyfera  tip,  because  of  its  unsatisfcatory  terrain,  has  a 
limited  life  and  it  is  hoped  that  tipping  operations  here  will  soon  be 
discontinued.  For  reasons  of  animal  health,  secure  fences  must  be 
maintained  at  all  tipping  sites.  Enquiries  are  being  made  regarding 
a sanitary  land-fill  system  whereby  refuse  is  buried  and  covered 
daily  in  deep  excavated  trenches.  Such  a system,  however,  requires 
excavative  mechanical  plant  and  there  is  a possibility  that  opencast 
operations  may  provide  an  answer. 

(iii)  Contract  Collection. 

Refuse  is  at  present  collected  by  contract,  in  Velindre,  Garn- 
swllt,  Cwmcerdinen,  Tynyberllan  and  the  Cwmllynfell  Ward. 
With  the  exception  of  the  last  named,  the  areas  referred  to  are  too 
scattered  in  nature,  or  distant  from  main  routes  to  make  direct 
collection  economic.  The  Cwmllynfell  Ward  however  is  capable  of 
integration  in  the  existing  direct  labour  scheme  and  it  is  hoped  that 
the  end  of  this  year  will  see  this  plan  achieved. 


(b)  NIGHT  SOIL  REMOVAL. 


This  service  is  now  necessary  only  in  areas  where  high  sewerage 
costs  have  prevented  water-carriage  systems  being  installed.  This 
matter  has  been  referred  to  in  previous  reports  and  it  is  again  desired 
to  support  the  Council’s  efforts  to  sewer  these  areas.  The  houses 
concerned  are,  in  most  cases,  of  sound  construction  and  many 
could  be  dealt  with  under  an  Improvement  Grant  if  only  a sewer 
were  available. 


(c)  STREET  CLEANING. 


The  Council  pays  an  annual  amount  within  the  terms  of  the 
Public  Health  Act,  1936,  to  the  County  Council  for  the  cleansing 
of  highways  by  this  latter  authority.  The  repayment  basis  has  been 
agreed  throughout  Glamorgan  by  the  constituent  county  districts 
and  cleansing  is  carried  out  on  a mechanized  basis 
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(d)  LITTER. 


The  plastic  bonded  steel  containers  now  in  operation  have 
continued  to  prove  their  durability.  There  are  adequate  litter  bins 
now  in  service  and  these  are  emptied  in  passing  by  the  refuse  vehicles. 


Abandoned  vehicles  present  an  increasingly  difficult  problem 
and  the  Civic  Amenities  Bill  now  under  consideration  should  provide 
an  answer.  It  is  thought  however  that  their  disposal  is  beyond  the 
capabilities  of  individual  authorities  and  county,  and  regional  plans 
may  have  to  be  drawn  up  for  co-ordinated  action.

Rodent  Destruction. 


Work  carried  out  for  the  destruction  of  rodents  is  detailed  in 
the  accompanying  table.  As  said  in  the  previous  report  a complete 
baiting  of  all  the  Council’s  sewers  and  manholes  was  carried  out  in 
conjunction  with  officers  of  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture,  Fisheries, 
and  Food.  It  is  pleasing  to  note  that  infestation  in  the  sewers  was 
minimal  and  it  is  desired  to  thank  the  officers  of  the  Ministry  for 
their  assistance  and  guidance.  No  evidence  of  rat  resistance  to  the 
poisons  used  has  been  found  during  the  eyar.

REPAIR,  OVERCROWDING  AND  DEMOLITION 


(a)  Repair 


The  main  repairs  which  concern  the  Department  are  those  of 
normal  maintenance.  Owners  of  rented  houses  are  normally 
residents  within  the  area.  We  are  fortunate  that  few  rented  houses 
are  owned  by  people  living  in  other  parts  of  the  country  or  by  pro- 
perty companies.  This  enables  repair  questions  to  be  discussed  on 
site  with  the  two  parties  directly  affected,  namely,  the  landlord  and 
the  tenant.  It  is  only  rarely  therefore,  that  fornal  proceedings 
under  the  Public  Health  or  Housing  Acts  need  to  be  invoked. 


Godrergraig  Landslip  Housing  Problems. 


Reference  was  made  in  the  previous  report  to  land  movements 
in  the  Godrergraig  and  Pantteg  areas  which  resulted  in  damage  to 
houses,  of  a sufficient  extent  to  require  their  vacation.  In  so  far 
as  the  residents  were  concerned,  the  immediate  problem  was  that 
of  shelter.  The  longer  term  implications  were  social  and  financial 
in  nature.  The  rehousing  of  the  occupants  was,  fortunately, 
possible  because  of  housing  schemes  nearing  completion  in  other 
Wards.  This  however  meant  a relocation  in  another  part  of  the 
district  and  the  abandonment  of  the  house  in  Godrergraig.  The 
willingness  of  other  Wards  to  co-operate  and  deny  themselves  the 
houses  they  had  looked  forward  to  occupying,  is  something  that 
should  be  recorded  as  an  indication  of  the  community  spirit  which 
is  always  evident  in  time  of  major  difficulty. 


In  order  somewhat  to  abate  the  financial  hardship  involved 
in  the  loss  of  the  houses,  the  Council  proceeded  to  acquire  the  houses, 
using  for  its  finance  the  fund  opened  by  the  Chairman  of  the  Council 
(Councillor  F.  Williams)  ex-gratia  donations  of  other  sources  and 
the  balance  through  loans  coming  from  the  Welsh  Office.  As  the 
properties  concerned  were  not  capable  of  being  occupied  ever 
again,  and  the  subsequent  cost  of  demolition,  will  be  one  falling 
upon  the  Authority,  the  steps  taken  to  assist  the  owners  are  both 
imaginative  and  practical. 
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(b)  Demolition  and  Closure

Atmospheric  Pollution. 


There  is  little  air  pollution  in  the  area.  The  principal  heavy 
industry  is  a Nickel  Refinery  and  there  is  the  fullest  co-operation 
between  your  officers  and  the  management  on  pollution  control 
measures.  The  new  industries  which  are  beginning  to  settle  in  the 
area  are  principally  light  engineering  in  nature  and  present  no 
problem.  Domestically  the  area  suffers  little  in  comparison  with 
the  Black  areas  of  the  country  while  the  coal  supplied  for  domestic 
use  is  bituminous  in  nature.  Most  of  the  coal  supplied  locally  is 
anthracite  with  little  volatile  content.

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General  Public  Health. 


The  statistics  in  the  earlier  part  of  this  report  indicate  the  wide 
range  of  duties  carried  out  by  the  Department  but  it  is  proposed 
to  refer  here  to  a few  matters  of  particular  interest  which  have  been 
dealt  with  during  the  year. 


(1)  Offices,  Shops  and  Railway  Premises  Act,  1963. 

During  the  year  further  premises  have  been  registered,  and  in 
the  main  found  generally  to  comply  with  the  provisions  of  the  Act. 
In  some  large  undertakings,  extensions  are  in  need  of  consideration, 
and  the  plans  will  be  discussed  with  the  owners,  so  as  to  ensure 
that  the  Act  is  fully  complied  with. 


(2)  Animal  Boarding  Establishments  Act,  1963. 

One  premises  only  within  this  area  needs  to  be  registered,  and 
it  is  so  registered. 


(3)  Scrap  Metal  Dealers  Act,  1964. 

This  Act  came  into  operation  during  the  year  and  requires  all 
Scrap  Metal  Dealers  to  register  with  the  Local  Authorities.  The 
inspection  of  their  books  and  invoices  is  a matter  for  the  con- 
stabulary. Several  registrations  have  been  made,  and  others  are 
under  consideration. 


Inspection  and  Supervision  of  Food. 

(1)  Milk. 

Only  designated  milks  are  sold  within  the  area.  The  bulk  of 
such  sales  are  T.T.  Pasteurised.  Inspections  are  made  of  dairies, 
milk  distribution  vehicles  and  sites  where  bulk  supplies  are  delivered 
for  local  retail.  Action  over  the  years  has  affected  considerable 
improvement  in  places  where  these  supplies  are  put  out  for  further 
collection.  Samples  are  taken  to  ensure  efficient  pasteurisation  and 
to  see  that  no  other  infections  are  present.

Meat  Inspection. 

Two  slaughterhouses  privately  owned  operate  within  the  area. 
The  Department  maintains  a 100%  inspection  of  all  meat  slaughtered 
for  human  consumption.  The  attached  table  indicates  the  number 
of  animals  inspected  and  the  diseased  conditions  found.  Both 
premises  have  been  approved  by  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture,  Fish- 
eries and  Food  and  were  found  by  them  to  comply  with  the  Slaughter 
-house  Regulations. 


FOOD  HYGIENE. 


Regular  inspections  are  made  of  all  premises  in  the  area  where 
food  is  stored,  prepared  or  sold  for  human  consumption.  There  is 
a good  standard  of  compliance  with  the  regulations,  and  food 
handlers  generally  co-operate  with  the  officers  in  ensuring  that  the 
principles  of  food  hygiene  are  observed.

DISINFESTATION. 

The  services  of  the  Department  have  been  sought  by  house- 
holders throughout  the  area  when  they  find  themselves  in  difficulty 
regarding  infestations.  From  day  to  day,  there  occur  the  ordinary 
problems  of  beetles  and  ants,  but  as  well  as  this,  advice  is  given 
regarding  “Strange  Insects”.  This  phase  is  commonly  used  and 
the  offending  pest  may  turn  out  to  be  a Spider  beetle,  Carpet  beetle 
or  the  Clover  mite. 

The  Department  is  usually  able  to  identify  and  deal  with  these 
more  unusual  problems,  but  where  there  is  any  doubt,  specimens 
are  sent  to  the  laboratory  for  identification.

PART  II 

ADMINISTRATION  OF  THE  SHOPS  ACT,  1950 

In  accordance  with  the  Agreement  between  this  Authority  and 
the  Glamorgan  County  Council,  the  Report  annually  required  is 
herewith  submitted  on  the  administration  of  the  Shops  Act,  1950. 

1.  Early  Closing. 

The  early  closing  day  varies  in  the  district  by  reason  of  traders 
having  exercised  their  legal  right  of  option  for  the  alternate  day. 
The  excercise  of  the  above  right  has  resulted  in  a variation  of  day 
within  the  same  township.  The  community,  however,  appears  to  be 
well  served.  Particular  attention  has  been  paid  to  ensure  that 
premises  open  for  the  sale  of  exempted  goods  do  not  sell  articles  not 
included  in  the  Schedule. 
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2.  Closing  Hours. 

Shops  within  the  area  close  according  to  the  times  set  out  in 
the  Act. 

The  hours  of  closing  permitted  by  the  Shops  Act,  1950,  operate 
within  the  area,  the  local  Closing  Order  of  1915  being  invalid  due 
to  incompatibility  with  the  above  Act. 


3.  Employment  of  Young  Persons. 

The  provisions  of  the  Shops  Act,  1950,  and  the  Young  Persons 
(Employment)  Act,  1938,  are  generally  observed  within  the  area. 
The  hours  of  work  of  these  young  people  and  the  conditions  of  their 
employment  are  duly  investigated  during  routine  inspections. 

No  matters  affecting  young  persons  and  requiring  action  under 
the  above  Act  arose  during  the  year.  Liaison  with  the  Youth 
Employment  Bureau  has  proved  of  much  assistance  in  the  admin- 
istration of  these  provisions. 


4.  Authorised  Officers. 

Your  Chief  Public  Health  Inspector  and  first  Additional  Public 
Health  Inspector  are  Authorised  Officers  under  the  above  Act. 


5.  General  Observations  of  the  Year’s  Work. 

During  1966,  742  inspections  were  made  for  matters  falling 
within  the  Shops  Act,  1950. 

In  order  to  ensure  that  the  hours  of  closing  and  the  provisions 
with  regard  to  Sunday  trading  are  being  observed,  visits  have  been 
made  during  the  evening  in  the  course  of  the  year  and  in  general 
it  is  felt  that  the  provisions  of  the  Act  are  being  respected.
